ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 1.—An official 


statement of the accident which hap- 
pened to the Czar's train, is as follows: 
"The train containing the Czar aud Cear- 
ina and suite left Taranovka at noon OD 
Monday. While passing through a deep 
gorge near Borti, the train left tha rails. 
At the time of the accident the Cz«r and 
Czar ina were in toe saloon carriage, at 
breakfast. When the first carrl»Re lefl 
the track, the rest of the train oscillated, 
and the succeeding carriage tuned over, 
The saloon carriage, although remaining 
on the track, was badly shattered, the rool 
falling in, but restin? on a part of th« 
side, and forming a shed for the occu- 
pants. It

the Czar and his family, who were taken 
from the debris uninjured.

Decatur at the State Capital-Over 


50,000 Strangers in the City- 


The Stunning Parade. 


If there were any Democrats in Spring- 


field yesterday and laet night, during the 
splendid all day Republican demonstra- 
tion, they were not visible. They were 
BO completely crushed by overwhelming 
numbers that they must have taken tc 
the woods, It was estimated that there 
were fully 50,000 visitors in the capital 
city, Decatur, Bloomington and Jackson- 
ville contributing largely to the crowd 
day and night in return for the large 
delegations sent to the cities named from 
Springfield. The managers of the big 
rally, confessedly the largest and one of 
the most enthusiastic ever held in the 
state, were in high glee laet night over 
the success of the demonstration.

the exciting, wide awake campaign when 
the lamented Lincoln was the standard 
bearer.

THE NIfiHT PARADE. 


The night jiarade was cqllossal in its propor- 


tions, commetelv surpassing in its niagumicle 
anytmng of the kind ever seen in Central Illi- 
nois 
H seems needless to write abom.it for 


apparently everybody in Central Illinois was 
here and saw it. The line was formed on bixth 
street, and followed the published line of maich. 
The streets were crowded with spectators, and 
every available window along the line was a 
frame for the wondering fates of ladies and 
children. 
The different marching clubs with 


their artistic lloats, suggestive transparencies, 
handsome uniforms anil van-colored lantern? 
and torches produced a living panorama, bran 
tifnl and bewildering. The numerous ladies 
marching clubs were particularly noticeable, 
and if there is a homely Republican girl in the 
state she has not yet succeeded in becommp A 
member of any of the clubs that visited this city. 


DECATCK'S DELEGATION.

The special trains 
dia not leave until about 7 o'clock, and 
ao great was the crowd that it was neces 
sary to divide it into two sections, the 
first being a train of nine coaches, and 
the second one of 11 coaches.
